Only two weeks are left in which 
persons wishing to 
run 
for 
office 
may file their 
declarations. 
To do 
so, they may call at the clerk’s of­ 
fice or at the office of 
the 
county 
chairman of either party for a de­ 
claration of 
candidacy, 
fill it out, 
and file it with the county clerk: A 
number of 
candidates 
have 
filed 
their declarations and others wish­ 
ing to do so are urged to see to it in 
the near future. 
’Pour delegates to the 
state con­ 
vention will be 
elected 
at the pri­ 
mary from Rushville 
township and 
one from each of 
the 
other town­ 
ships, making 
a

of fifteen 
which will represent 
Rush county. 
Attention of those wishing to serve

Children of Anderson Killed 


When Train Hits Machine 


H A V E V IS IT E D IN R U S H V I L L E 


Mrs. Gray Was a Neice of Val and 


W alter Conaw ay-nFam ily on 


W ay to Knightstown 


Mr. and Mrs, Ralph Gray and two 
children, Mary and Ralph, who were 
killed instantly yesterday afternoon 
when the automobile 
in which they 
were riding 
was 
struck 
by a Big 
Four train at Pendleton, seven miles 
southwest 
of Anderson, 
were well 
Iknown in this city and 
had visited 
here. 
Mrs. Gray was 
a tniece 
of 
Walter and Val Conaway, 
who re­ 
ceived word of the accident yester­ 
day shortly after it had happened. 
She was also a niece of Mrs. Esther 
Bailey of Circleville and 
a cousin 
of Charles Alger of this city. 
Mr. and Mrs. Gray 
and children 
had left 
their 
home 
in Anderson 
shortly after one 
o'clock, planning 
to go to Knightstown. At ,the cross­ 
ing where the accident occurred, the 
Big Four tracks cross 
the pike at 
an elevation. 
Trains could be seen, 
however, on either side of the road 
for half a mile. 
The auto was run­ 
ning southwest and the train west. 
(Although the cause is not known. 
it is supposed that Mr. Gray either 
misjudged the speed of the tritin or 
failed to see it until it was too closer 
The coroner will conduct a ri<rid in­ 
vestigation for he has been inform­ 
ed that the train was 
running fifty 
miles per hour. 
The automobile was hurled a half 
mile down the 
track 
bv tlip train 
and the bodies 
of Mr. and

Gray and the children were strewn 
between 
the 
automobile 
and 
the 
crossing.

Unusual Shortage in This Section 


Causes Grain to Soar 


Highest Ever. 


The 
extreme high 
prices 
which 
have accompanied the sale of Rush 
county seed corn as well as the com 
in other sections of the state have 
compelled the national 
agricultural 
department and lite food administra­ 
tion to take steps to prevent specula­ 
tion and profiteering on the .part of 
seedmen. 
Because of the unusual shortage 
for the year 
1918 spring planting, 
the price of good seed com soared 
almost out of the wildest imagina­ 
tion of farmers when compared to 
the price of the same grain in former 
years. 
<’orn has 
sold recently, in 
Rush county all the way from eight 
dollars to "twenty dollars a bushel, 
the greatest part of it 
having been 
sod for twelve dollars, notwithstand­ 
ing the fact that several weeks ago 
five dollars was regarded as a fair 
price. 
Athough the government has plac­ 
ed emphasis on the fact that there 
must be an ample supply of .seed re­ 
gardless of the effort to obtain it, it 
does not mean that when once ob­ 
tained it may sell 
for prices 
far 
above a fair profit mark. 
A fair 
price should be determined by^ * the 
actual service performed in obtain­ 
ing and conserving suoh seed. 
Certain sections of the country in 
the territory including Indiana have 
suffered most severely from the out­ 
landish prices which followed the 
acute shortage. 
Other sections, ap­ 
parently providing their own require­ 
ments without 
difficulty, naturally 
found relatively lower prices. 
The food 
administration has an­ 
nounced that it will take whatever 
action is necessary to prevent specu-

American Troops Occupy Trenches 


at Five Points And Are Con­ 


stantly in Action. 


( By United Press.) 
Washington, March IS.— The wa;- 
department for the first time today 
indicated its belief that the Germans 
do not intend a major west front of­ 
fensive this spring. 
“While hostile preparations for art 
offensive in the west are not •sia,',lr- 
ing it is becoming more evident thafr 
the enemy will launch this offensive 
only in eire inns tame es compelled by 
the general 
situation.”

weekly review. 


“German concentration of troops 
on the west front has now’ reached 
the limit.” 
The. statement also reveals that 
American 
troops 
now 
occupied 
trenches at 5 points and that they 
have been constantly in action. 


Peace Drive Fo r Offensive. 
London. March 18.— Germany has 
substituted its most 
subtle 
peaet 
Irive for its long expected western 
offensive. 
The result of this move depends on 
the ability of allied statesmanship to 
show the people that this war is not 
lost and will be repeated if tile allies 
are induced to trade their advantage 
’n the west for German’s advantage 
in the east and make peace on the 
German terms. 


The recent peace feelers soon will 
assume tangible form, including not 
only .complete restoration and repa­ 
ration for Belgium and France but a 
compromise 
on the disposition 
of 
Asaee and Lorraine. 
Besides an of­ 
fer will be made to assume liability 
for the lug French loans to Russia, 
which

Bolsheviki 
repudiated,

The mere fact that farmers have 
not been testing their seed corn and 
have been raising 
good 
crops 
in 
Rush county is 
no excuse 
for not 
testing their seed corn this 
year. 
They might have been raising much 
large crops, in many 
instances 
if 
they had tested seed corn in years 
past. 
There is no way of determin­ 
ing whether they would or would not 
have raised more corn, based on ac­ 
tual figures, hut it is certain that not 
all (rf the iintested seed corn that 
Iras been planted in Rush county has 
been perfect and matured. 
Th it is 
fact. 
If it were there would never 
be any imperfect ears found in the 
process of testing. 
IC. P. Hartley, in charge of corn 
investigations of the "United States 
department of agriculture, says that 
in many cases seed selected last fall 
froze before drying and 
contains 
weak and dead ears. 
He advises, 
even at this late date, that the best 
place to get seed is from corn grown 
in the neighborhood. 
Unless a pre­ 
liminary germination test shows that 
most of the ears wil grow, lie says, 
careful sorting followed by germin­ 
ation testing of each individual ear 
chosen will be necessary. 
The department has found, after 
testing various methods, that 
the 
“rag doll’’ tester, is simple, 
cheap 
aud satisfactory and has just issued 
a farmers 
.bulletin 948, “The Rag 
Doll iSeed Tester: Its Uses in Deter­ 
mining Which Ears of Corn Are Fit 
for Seed.*’ 
A copy wil lie sent free 
on aprication. 
iM. P. 'Detrick, emergency demon­ 
stration agent for Rush county, us­ 
ed this method and will demonstrate 
it to any farmers who will call at the 
county superintendent’^ office. H o w ­ 
ever, he can test only a limited num­ 
ber of ears for each farmer and the 
farmer who has -any great amount of 
seed to be tested should set up one 
of these testers. 
.By the use of this tester during 
the next few weeks even an eight 
year old child can find out which 
ear> can be depended upon to grow. 
The situation is unusual and calls 
for unusual precaution. 
Unless the 
individual ear losing is promptly a t­ 
tended to, thousands of farms will 
•have poor stands, wasted labor, idle 
land, or soft corn this year. 
To re­ 
plant or to 'plant seed of 
southern 
varieties is likely to cause a recurr­ 
ence of the soft corn situation next 
fall. 
Testing out from locally grown 
supplies the ears that will germinate 
is the best means of obtaining seed 
that win produce a good stand and 
a welI-matured crop.

expenses of quarters for an officer 
as<igned to an Army post or to duty 
in Washington, 
were 
paid 
by the 
Government. 
But lie did not get it 
in field service. 
This extra allowance amounted to 
about twenty per 
vent 
of the offi­ 
cers' annual pay. 
A second lieuten­ 
ant for instance 
with a salary of 
$1790 received 15 per 
cent 
extra 
for ti house or quarters for his* fam­ 
ily and children. 
The same allow­ 
ance was made for the higher ranks.

same officers 
was assigned to field 
service he was then deprived of this
